What  and  When  to  Spray 


How  to  Spray  Roses 

First  spraying  should  be  done  with  Lime  Sulphur,  1 
to  6,  during  February.  For  aphis  and  lice,  which  most 
always  destroy  the  spring  blossoms,  use  Black  Leaf  40, 
Volck,  Melrosine  or  Ever  Green.  For  chewing  insects 
use  Arsenate  of  Lead,  Slug  Shot,  Niagara  Dusts.  For 
blight  and  mildew  use  Bordeaux  Mixture  and  Sulphur. 
Pomo  Dust,  Funtrogen,  and  Semesan  will  cure  Black 
Spot  or  die  back  on  roses. 

How  to  Spray  Evergreens 

When  Evergreens  like  Arbor  Vitaes  and  Junipers  be¬ 
gin  to  turn  brown,  it’s  red  spider  that  is  causing  the 


♦  trouble ;  use  at  once  four  ounces  of  Fish  Oil  Soap  and 
y2  pint  Lime  Sulphur,  1  teaspoonful  Blackleaf  40  to  one 
gallon  of  water.  Volck  is  also  a  dependable  spray  for 
red  spider  and  aphis.  Ever  Green  insecticide  will  get 
rid  of  aphis  and  lice.  Srpay  two  or  three  times  a  few 
days  apart. 

How  to  Spray  Shade  Trees 

For  Caterpillars  early  in  the  season,  apply  Tanglefoot 
around  the  tree.  If  tree  becomes  infested,  use  to  one 
gallon  of  water  two  tablespoonfuls  Arsenate  of  Lead 
and  four  tablespoonfuls  of  Lime.  Spray  tree  twice 
^  thoroughly,  a  week  apart.

To  the  Market  Gardener  who  grows  cabbage 
for  shipment  or  nearby  markets,  earliness  or 
quick  maturity  of  the  crop  is  a  prime  neces¬ 
sity  if  largest  profits  from  the  market  ar©  to 
be  secured. 


To  the  Home  Gardener  who  wants  earliness  in  maturity  to¬ 
gether  with  avoiding  all  the  trouble  of  cabbage  seed  sowing  and 
necessary  protection  of  early  sown  seed  and  plants,  our  prac¬ 
tically  frost  and  freeze-proof  cabbage  plants  are  both  a  con¬ 
venience  and  a  necessity.

16th  and  March  16th  with  safety,  which  is  impossible  with  hot 
bed  or  greenhbuse  grown  cabbage  plants  or  even  those  grown 
outdoors  in  Mississippi  and  Texas.

SPECIAL  DIRECTIONS  ABOUT  SOWING — Nearly  all  grass  seeds  are  very  small  and  will  not  come  up  satis¬ 
factorily  unless  put  in  properly;  and  again,  most  planters  will  not  use  enough  seed  to  the  acre.  The  soil  should 
be  thoroughly  prepared  by  deep  breaking  and  thorough  harrowing  until  a  smooth  bed  is  made,  and  the  ground 
should  be  settled  thoroughly  before  sowing.

General  Culture  Directions — Soy  Beans  may  be  planted  either  broadcast  or  in  drills.  Usually  a  better  crop 
is  had  when  planted  in  drills  and  cultivated,  and  few  crops  leave  the  land  cleaner  and  in  better  condition  for  the 
following  crop.

Proof  Oats.  On  medium  upland  soils  use  Hastings  100- Bushel;

Delfos  6102 

Delfos  6102  is  very  early  and  very  prolific.  Due  to  these  two 
characteristics  and  to  its  open  type  and  dwarfness,  Delfos  is 
especially  adapted  to  new  ground  or  other  rich  land.  This  does 
not  mean,  however,  that  it  is  not  good  for  general  planting. 
It  has  made  good  on  most  types  of  soil  except  those  infected 
with  wilt,  or  extremely  thin,  unfertilized  satis.

Delfos  6102  has  very  light  foliage,  the  sunlight  can  get  all 
through  the  plant,  bringing  out  a  most  wonderful  quantity  of 
blooms,  and  setting  more  forms  up  to  August  1st  than  the 
weevil  can  destroy.  It  is  therefore  adapted  to  closer  spacing 
than  possible  with  more  rank  varieties.  It  has  done  well  over 
a  wide  range  of  territory,  particularly  on  rich  Delta  soils.

They  require  full  sunlight  and  are  liable  to  injury  only  from 
rank  manure.

Give  roses  a  sunny  position.  By  so  doing  you  will  b*  re¬ 
warded  with  larger  and  better  blooms. 

When  planting  be  sure  and  trim  them  back  to  two  or  three 
good  buds  on  each  branch. 

The  Tea  and  Hybrid  roses  should  be  shortened  back  each 
year  by  cutting  half  of  the  previous  season’s  growth  which  will 
result  in  more  and  better  blooms  with  larger  stems. 


How  To  Spray  Roses 


First  spraying  should  be  done  with  Lime  Sulphur,  1  to  6, 
during  February.  For  aphis  and  lice,  which  most  always  de¬ 
stroy  the  spring  blossoms,  use  Black  Leaf  40.
